The United Natlons will welcome the 
Iwo Germanles with open arms.

These sums are merely the tip of the 
iceberg, though, The Federal Republic 
already contributes ‘many times this 
amount towards the cost of individual 
UN organisatlons and the varlous 
development aid bodies. 

In point of fact Bonn comes tiird on 
the list of financlal contributors towards 
the UN's work. The United States and the 
Sovlet Union head the list, followed by 
tlıis country, France and Britain.

But tho majorlty of UN membors 
hope that the admission of the two

M etalworkers havo been granted an 
eight and a half per cent rise, 
setting the yardstick for further wage 
negotiations, including those in the public 
service sector. 

The breakthrough was achieved in 
North Rhine-Westphalia where a strike 
thieat was averted when tle negotiators 
reached a compromise eight-and a half 
pêr cent Or, as it is to run for thirteen 
months, exactly 7,9 per cent, 

The pay deals for metalworkers in 
Schleswig-Holsltein and Lower Saxony 
amounted to a êlght and a half per cent 
WaEC rise over twelve months, Workers 
here gained more than their calleagues in 
North Rhine-Westphalia but they wore 
still awarded considerably less than the 
eleven and twelve per cent they 
demanded, 

In the steel industry particularly, as 
well as in nıany other sections of the 
ine tal-processing industry, this pay deal 
appears to promise a better future and 
should give concerns higher profits than 
in the current year, 

Tine will tell whether this efght and a 
half per cent award is compatible witlı 
the aim of stability or not. The steel 
industry at least plats to increase its list 
prices aş soon as the market situation 
permits. 

But this is only liıked to the wage 
negotiations lo a limited extent, As the 
trade unions are also well aware of the 
faot, nobody can blame them for not 
wanting to know anything about a 
“stability pact”, 

The eight and a half per cent award 
more than outweighs the cut in 
purchasing power in 1972. In terms of 
real wages, it amounts fo a genuine 
increase of one and a half per cent, But it 
actually works out higlıer as overtime will 
increase and it is largely these earnings 
that determine tle amount of freely- 
disposable income. 

This is another factor that will have to 
be considered when discussing stability, 
particularly when the legislature tums to 
this subject at the end of Febmary to 
examine whe ther a tax levy is required to 
absorb purchasing power and check the 
price spiral.

Many large concerns have tried to make 
the situation appear better by introducing 
more differentials in their wage systems. 

fficlally, no distinctions are made 
between the sexes, But, probing deeper, 
you will find that the newly-formed 
lower wage groups consist almost entirely 
of women, cementing the two-class 
systen1. 

Women pay the Siate ten milllard 
Marks a year iıı income tax and many of 
their demands are concerned logically 
enough with the social sector, especially 
with nurseHes, crêches, schools and 
family planning.

Re- 
cent statistics reveal that tlhe ten million 
working women make up some 35 per 
cent of the total working population of 
28 million. 

Many concerns, maialy those in the 
textlles and service industry sectors, 
employ female labour almost exclusive] 
and the economic planners’ growth 
forecasts claim that the proportion of 
women in the cconomic life of the 
country will continue to rise. 

The source whiclı is to be tapped to a 
still greater extent in future to achieve 
this rise is the polential offered by 
married women, a group that haş 
doubtlessly been subject to the most 
far-reaching changes int past years. 

The proportion of female workers has 
risen sevenfold since the turn of the 
century. With the exception of the Jast

It is only now, in this calm and 
flourishing economic era, that long-over- 
due demands have attained at least formal 
acceptance in the manifestos issued in 
commemoration of the Year of the 
Woman Worker.

The decreasing proportion of clergy In

Many coniroversial topics within the 
Church can be attributed directly or 
indirectly to the question of priesthood, 
though this subject was still treated as 
subsidiary at the Second Vatican Council. 

A food of fiterature has appeared on, 
for instance, celibacy as one of the 
alleged causes of he priest shortage but 
no accurate surveys have been published 
about the actual slate of affairs. 

The last complete survey of admissions 
to the priesthood dates from [971]. Il was 
compiled for the episcopal synod which 
discussed the whole question of the 
priesthood that year in Rome. 

This survey’ roreals that 777 young men 
wanted to becume prksts in the 22 
bishoprics in tie Federal Republic iit 
1962. By 1971 this figure had dropped to 
372. The figure in the German

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Thyssen boss drops bombshell 
on Ruhrkohle 


There were soon differences of oplinlon 
about the size of this price gap and tin 
April 1971 a court of arbitration had to 
iron them out. But already quibbles have 
arisen again, The rules drawn up by the 
court at that time glve the present 
competitive price as sixteen Marks per 
ton under the list price which Ruhrkohlc 
needs to cover overheads, but despite this 
the foundries are claiming that their 
foreign competitors can get foreign coke 
for ten Marks less than this price. 

Thyssen claim tat this puts an extra 
burden on them, cutting their compe ti- 
tiveness by soventy million Marks per 
annum, and that no public aid i3 avallable 
to cancel out this disadvantage. 

Soll reckons that with costs rising 
more rapidly (than the benefits of 
rationalisation in Rulsrkohle the gap 
between Ruhrkolıle list prices and the 
competitive price will increase to about 
forty Marks per ton over the next five 
years. 

He is probably. right to assume that this 
difference will not be completely wiped 
off the slate by government subsldles, On 
the basis of the 24 million tons that West 
German foundries consuıne at present the 
sum involved would have risen to 960 
million Marks by 1978. 

Indeed It is hard to imagine that in one 
year namely 1978 the Bonn 
government would be In any’ position and 
be prepared to pay almost one milliard 
Marks as a subsidy so that the West 
German sleel industry could go un 
consuming 24 million tons of lome- 
produced coking cual in tlıe year.

The recipients must have rubbed thelr 
eyes in disbelief at first, But Sohl was not 
joking. He has, in fact, touched on a 
taboo, a creation that was considered the 
helght of wisdom on the part of 
ministers, mining industrialists and 
mineworkers’ unions. 

HansGünther Soli! is not a fickle man 
who changes his mind rogularly and casts 
into the fre today what ıe praised 
yesterday. The facts of life must have 
weighed heavily oa him to nake him send 
the two shattering letters to Bonn, For he 
has thereby indirectly admitted that the 
hopes he placed In the consortium — no 
matter what the reasons — have been 
frustrated.

In other words they wanted to 
benefit from prices that would be tlie 
same as if they imported coal and coke — 
something which tlhe law in this country 
prevents them from doing. 

This “competitive price" js guaranteed 
in the Ruhrkohle contract, and in 
Particular in the Foundries Contract 
which is part of it, for a minimum of 
twenty years (till 1988), Since the 
consortium began, however, the differ 

ence in price that Ruhrkolle requires to 
cover its costs (the list price) and the 
competitive price have been equalled out 
by public subsidles, 2

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Basically this is Rothing new, but it is a 
new datum in the political discussion, 

Quite rightly calculating the disparity 
between agricultural wages and those in 
other sectors has taken a back seat. For 
these arguments, which haye often been 
distorted for political purposes do not 
give an accurate idea of the degree of 
prosperity in agriculture. 

The disparity formula is only capable 
of answering the uestion, ‘what would a 
worker, earnin i living solely from 
farming, earn if he were in a comparable 

ob in industry? ° From yêar to year, 

owever, this question declines in 
significance, 

It should not be suggested that the 
development of “pure” agricultural 
incomes is of no interest, As in every 
sphere of the economy the various risks 
ard opportunities of the profession 
should be studied closely. In this respect 
the agriculture report has a specific role 
to play, 

But rural arens and their population 
tend to live far less than in the past 
Purely on agricultural production, 

The problems of agricullural policy- 
making are, of course, not eliminated by 
these posltivo figures in tlhe experts" 
report. Gencral statistics do not help 
agriculture lo progress either with respect 
to the disparity formula or consumer spot 
checks, 

It is very easy for averages to look 
good, though they often hide extremes of 
prosperity and poverty, 

The really decisive questions in rural 
das are: where js it possiblo for 
agricultural workers to boost their 
income from other sources and iı what 
aras is a living from the lund the only 
one possible? What farıns have prospects 
and which give rise to the risk of mistaken 
investments and loss of capital 
Where can new industries be built up in 
lhe country so that rural areas canı keep 
pace with developments in industry in 
general? 

Nune uf these questions cun by 
answered by simplistic formulae. Policlos 
must be made, and they can be outlined 
at the Green Weeks about to be held in 
Bonn and Berlin.

nik” as he is called in Poland, 

Copemicus was bom in the West 
Prussian town of Thorn, which vas then 
under Polish rule. His native language was 
German and he wrote his works in Latin,

about his true nationality which arose in 
the nîne teenth century.

But the Federal Republics main 
academic contribution to the Copernicus 
Year is taking place beyond the sphere 
of public relatlons activities, A Latin and 
German editlon of Copernicus’ collected 
works is in preparation and the ventura 
will surely continue long after the 
memorial year has been forgotten, 

The first attempt to publish his 
collected works was made during the 
Second World War to commemorate the 
four hundredth anniversary of his death 
but only two volumes were finally issued 
and work did not resume after the end of 
ihe war. The materia! that remained was 
sent to tlie Copernicus Research Centre in 
Munich, a body set up by this country’s 
Research Association, 

In 197! a committee was established to 
prepare the publication of his collected 
works. An offer by the Dr HA. 
Gerstenberg Verlag to publislı the series 
was accepted and Flerlbert M. Nobis, the 
head of the Rescarch Centre, was 
appointed editor. 

Ten volumes are planned. They wil! not 
only contain previously unknown works 
Copernicus wrote on astronomy birt will 
also show that lie was far more than anı 
astronomer pure and simple, Copernicus 
was a true child of the Renaissance and 
did important work in the field uf 
medicine, philnlogy, ecunomics and 
administration. 

Editing is being conducted in close 
with the Copernicus 
Researelı Centre incorporated in the Polish 
Acadeny of Sciences. This is also an

Among the Copemicus Committee's 
members are a number of historical and 
scientific bodies such as the Bavarian 
Academy of Sciences, the Max Planck 
Society, three societies sı eclalising in the 
history of East and West Prussia, the 
Deutsches Museum of Munich and 
Nuremberg's Germanisches National- 
nıuseum. 

The Committee wishes to bring 
Copernicus to the public's attention, The 
climax will be the official Copemicus 
ceremony in Nurentborg on 19 February. 
It was in this city that his main work De 
revolutionibus orbium coelestlum ap- 
peared in 1543, the year of his death. 

This ceremony will be linked wilh an 
exhibition and another will follow at 
Munich in May. Göttingen State Arclılves 
will exhibit documents from the 
Königsberg State Archives at the Cily’s 
museum from 18 February to 10 March, 

A Copermicus memorial publication and 
a Copernicus picture book will be issued. 
There will also be a coınmemorative 
postage slamp and a medallion, The 
Copernicus Commuitlee will pay special 
attention to the schools. 

A Copernicus anthology is planned for 
Latin classes along wilh a lextbook for 
science classes. Films and slide series are

There is nothing to prove that the Fo 
(weather conditions particular to Bavaria 
İn sunmıer) has any direct influence on 
people who lako (heir own tives. The 
cffects tho Föhn has lad on health las 
been generally overestimated by the 
pubilc at large. 


General examinations of suicides 
indicate that the weather has little 
influence on the would-be sulclde, - 


Research into the cause of suiclde shows 
that there are three clearly definable 
phases, The first is when a person begins 
to think along the lines of taking his or 
her life. The second phase is anı evaluation 
of the constructive and destructive 
elements of suicide. Almost seventy per 
cent of suicides then clearly formulate 
their intention to do away with 
themselves „.. . 

In the third, when it actually comes to 
commiting the act most suicides are 
calm, cool and collected, concentrating 
on the matter in hand. They avold 
contact with the “outer world” and are 
certainly oblivious of weather conditions 
prevalling. 

These three phases can have varying 
lengths of duration.

Weather has no influence on 
suicide rate, scientists maintain 


for mıicides but blezing June. But in 
December more women committed 
suicide than In June, whilst in the days 
leading up 1o Christmas the lowest 
number 0 male sulcides were registered. 
One roason that could be given for the 
relatively high number of female sulcides 
in December Is that they felt as Christmas 
approached more isolated and uprooted 
than ever before. 

Sulcide figures according to seasons 
showed that fewer men and women 
conimilled suicide in summer, most merl 
close sprig aud winter and ihe women 
autuniti, 

Examination of {he methods employed 
to comntit suicide produced no surprises. 
Men chose the tough method of either 
hanging or shooting and most of the 
women chose an overdose of tablots or 
jumped to their death from a high 
building or bridge or tle like. 

Dr Ungelıeuer and Dr Brezowsky of the 
Federal Republic weather centre In Bad 
Tilz, Wik out the detalls for 
examining If weather conditlons had any 
influence on the incidence of suicide, 

Tle metlıods devised revolved round 
biologically favourable and biologically 
unfavourable weather conditions. 

Tle term biologically favourable 
implied weather conditions brought 
about by ınovements of high pressure, 
ihat is good weather. This weatlıer is just 
suitubld for a balanced bodily function. 

The unfavourable weather is character 
ised by conditions introduced oy low ' 
pressure that disturb tho normal bodily 
functions, Previous surveys have shown 
that most road qecidents, accidents at 
work and sickness symptoms occurred 

rsistently during the perlads of 

lologically unfavourable weather, 

These two maln gtoups were sub- 
divided Into six more precise categories of 
phases of weather which passed through 
the cycle of weather conditions from high 
pressure to low presstire with their fronts. 

The 1,611 suicides the total of both 
men and woınen, examined by Dr 
Rakoczy were then examined using the 
methods of weather analysis devised by 
the men from Bad Tölz. The surprising 
discovery was that a majority of the 
suicides occurred during the biologically 
favourable weather, but the striking 
factor was that many of the male suicides 
were committed during periods defined as 
biologically unfavourable, 

It can thus be inferred that the weather 


demand that Stuttgart doctors have 

long been making and that has been in 
preparalion for seven years has at last 
become a reallly. From the beginning of 
January onwards the “Stuttgart treat: 
ment" will be available, whic means that 
afler work people will go to the 
trealment centre for psychotherapeutic 
exercises, baths, water treatments, slint- 
ming courses and group therapy, This Is 
the firsl tlne such a treatment has been 
se¢ lp In thıe Federal Republic. 

This outpatients ‘cure’ has been sot up 
to deal with tho problems that beset 
people suffering from the stress of our 
clvilisatlon and who are in need of a way 
back to good health. The course is 
designed for working poopie who hover 
boelween good ond bad loalih, people 
wlio only manage to get away for a cure 
every two years pall for by thoir health 
insurance, People who are in need of cure 
treatment, urgently In need of it, will be 
able 10 (ake û course of trentment during 
the normal working day in Stuttgart. 


The important fenture of this project is . 


Gulcito is usually listed in most 
countrles as tenth in the couse of 
deaths list, This stalement does not reveal 
thal the number of people who for one 
reason ar another end (hele tives is fat 
greater than In the normal course of 
events one would suppose. The largest 
number of suicides are connected wilh 
factors Involving old ago. People 
decide to end their lives not only at tlle 
difficult cllmacteric [erod and when 
they are really elderly but also during the 
puberty period and in youth. 

Peaple with serious illnesses are also 
sulelde risks, Depressions are frequently 
the cause of suicides — between û (lir 
and a half are mehıded ina this category — 
as well as addicts, alcoholics and peoplo 
who are suffering from emotional 
PressurGs. 

Liviug conditions cu also be the cause 
of a person deciding to end lils or her life 
— tsulatlun and being uprooted from 
Tanliar surroundings, orrest, hospltali- 
satlun, ving iı a home or a Jack of 
adequate material things it life. 

A sılelde rate of 17.6 per thousand js a 
deploruble figluro Iu a sociely whose lower 
and middlw income groups are nore or 
less affluent. 

Dr R. Kakocey his examined the 
question of the weather has Boine 
influence on the suicide rate, He explored 
1,611 cases of suicide registered by tiie 
pole In Munich between 1965 and 
J970. Caves of attempted suicide were 
nol Included because tliey gave arn even 
blacker picture, Experts believe there Is a 
{1 fu 3 fo 1 to 10 relalonship between 
suicide and attempted sulcide, 

Before going into the question of wliat 
rolalionshin weatbler conditions have on 
suicldes let us consider a few gencral 
observations that Dr Rakoczy's work has 
revealed, 

Of L611 suicides 958 were men, 59.5 
per cent, and 653 were womvn, 40.5 per 
cent. The proportion of men in the 
figutes is greater than women because 
wilh ihe exception of 1970 Munich's 
population included more men tlıan 
women. During the period under 
Investigation that population increased by 
13.5 per cent but during tlıe same period 
the number of sulcides increased by 48 
per cent. 

Most of the suicides committed by 
both men and women were committed on 
a Monday. This figure could have 
appeared so great for Monday because 
suicides committed on a weekend were 
nat discovered until (he Monday. Among 
male suicides Friday was the o1her peak 
day for suicides in the week. 

A surprising faclor fn the suicide figures 
for men and was that il was not 
November with its dreary, depressing, 
foggy weather that was the prinie month
